WHEREAS both Houses of the State Legislature were not in session ; 

AND WHEREAS the Governor of Maharashtra was satisfied that 

circumstances existed which rendered it necessary for him to take immediate 
Mah.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The Pandharpur Temples Act, 1973 (Mah . IX of 1974 ) has been enacted 
to inter alia provide for the abolition of all the hereditary rights, privileges 
of ministrants and priestly classes functioning in the Temples ofGod Vitthal 
and Goddess Rukmini at Pandharpur as also for the acquisition of such rights 
and privileges and for the vesting of such rights and privileges in a Committee 
established for the purpose and for providing for better administration and 
governance of those Temples . 

2. Section 21 of the said Act empowers the State Government to 
establish a Committee consisting of the Chairman , Co-Chairman and members 
to be appointed by the State Government from amongst the persons ordinarily 
residing in the State who are devotees of God Vitthal and Goddess Rukmini 
and who , prior to their appointment, make a declaration accordingly in the 
form determined by the State Government for the purpose and the President 
of the Pandharpur Municipal Council, ex officio member . 

3. In view of the phenomenal increase in the activities of the Committee 
and to provide requisite infrastructural facilities at the temples and the 
necessary facilities for the devotees of God Vitthal and Goddess Rukmini, 
who visit Pandharpur in large numbers, it was felt necessary to provide for 
constitution of an Advisory Council for advising the Committee in discharge 
of its duties and functions more efficiently , consisting of persons having 
special knowledge and practical experience in various fields , including the 
religious rites and ceremonies and the traditions and practices of the God 
Vitthal and Goddess Rukmini and other Saints and for the matters connected 
therewith . It was therefore , considered expedient to immediately amend the 
said Act, suitably . 

4. As both Houses of the State Legislature were not in session and the 
Governor of Maharashtra was satisfied that circumstances existed which 
rendered it necessary for him to take immediate action further to amend the 
Pandharpur Temples Act , 1973 (Mah . IX of 1974 ), for the purposes aforesaid , 
the Pandharpur Temples (Amendment) Ordinance , 2018 (Mah . Ord . III of 
2018 ) was promulgated by the Governor of Maharashtra on the 23rd January 
2018 . 


5. The Bill is intended to replace the said Ordinance by an Act of the 
State Legislature.

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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


The Bill involves the following proposals for delegation of legislative 
power , namely : 

Clause 5. — Under this clause , which seeks to insert new section 
32A in the Pandharpur Temples Act, 1973 (Mah . IX of 1974 ), power is 
taken to the State Government, 

(a ) in sub -section ( 1) thereof, to constitute , by an order , the 
Advisory Council to advise the Committee ; 

(6 ) in sub - section ( 4 ) thereof, to specify , by general or special 
order, the functions and duties of the Advisory Council . 
2. The above-mentioned proposals for delegation of legislative power 
are of normal character . 
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
